Alberta is quickly transforming 
herself from an importer to an 
exporter of honey, Agriculture 
Minister D.B Mullen told farmers 
this week. He said that for the 
first time, Northern Alberta has 
become a commercial honey pro- 
ducer, The South still produces 
75 percent of the total output, 
with only 10 percent of the bee 
keepersin the province. Figures 
show that in al! Alberta, 150 
apiarists produced 500,000 lbs of 
honey in 1939, but in 1937, 1,250 
beemen produced 2,000,000 Ibs, In 
1938 we exported 500,000 Ibs 
“Coming of clovers to the province 
and decrease of other farm in- 
comes promoted many farmers to 
try beer. Their success has 
demonstrated definitely the suita- 
bility of Alberta for honey pro- 
duction ” said the Minister.
